Clark's main emphasis on departing the Department 
of Justice was solely based on his decision that there was no 
further upward mobility with the Department. 


Clark was•appointed Deputy Chief at the Department of 
Justice in November of 1980. Sometime in the fall of 1981, he 
became involved with the Greensboro, North Carolina, case involv¬ 
ing the Klu Klux (KKK), Nazi Party, and the Communist 
Workers Party (CWP).

A Check of redOrds within the BATF reflects that 
tape number 44 and tape 66, no longer exist. These tapes were 
destroyed sometime, in 1980 or 1981. The BATF switched from a 
tape system to a lexitTon disc system and therefore, all the 
old tapes were destroyed. The tapes were destroyed because 
they were no longer compatible with the disc system. 

In relationship to the BATF briefing paper^designated as 
JA66, this paper, was-retrieved by Noel A. Haeta, Special Agent in 
Charge (SAC), Firearms Branch. SAC Haera retrieved this briefing 
paper by going tp th& "North Carolina Book" and pulling out 
briefing paper JA66, which was filed in order. According <| to 
McLoughlin "the book" contains miscellaneous internal doculnents 
all from the North Carolina region of BATF. This book did not 
specifically relate to the Greensboro, North Carolina incident, 
but dealt also with other BATF investigations in that area.

The Klansmen, Nazis and anti-Klan 
demonstrators were carrying weapons 
on Nov. 3, 1979. Taunts quickly turned 
to street fighting and, ultimately, gun¬ 
fire. 

Greensboro police didn’t arrive until 
after the violence ended. Officers found 
five CommunistWorkers Party members 
dead or dying. Another six demonstra¬ 
tors, a TV cameraman and a Klansman 
suffered gunshot wounds.' 

Fourteen Klansmen and Nazis were 
arrested on charges of murder, rioting 
and conspiracy. 

After the shootings, ButkoVich re¬ 
turned to,his home base in Toledo, Ohio. 

Butkovich’s exposure brought a wave 
of allegations, both from the Nazis’ and 
from survivors, of the slain CWP demon¬ 
strators. , 

To the Nazis, Butkovich was a man 
hell-bent on entrapment. They accused' 
him of encouraging a host of illegal acts, 
primarily the purchase of outlawed 
weapons .and explosives. 

Friends and survivors of the Greens¬ 
boro dead painted Butkovich as an agent 
provocateur. To them, he was a cog in a 
wide-reaching government conspiracy to 
kill Communist leaders and then cover 
up officials’ tracks. 

Even among more mainstream observ¬ 
ers, Butkovich’s public emergence raised 
a host of troubling questions. 

Why was an Ohio-based ATF agent 
• circulating among a band of North Caro¬ 
lina Nazis in the first place? Did Butkov¬ 
ich encourage violent, illegal behavior 
among the Nazis? 

If the agent knew of Klan-Nazi plans 
to disrupt the Nov. 3 demonstration, 
why didn’t he intervene? Why didn’t he 
warn Greensboro police? 

Butkovich and his ATF superiors have 
denied all interview requests, citing 
pending legal matters. His only sworn 
testimony came in June 1982 before a 
federal grand jury. By law, such testimo¬ 
ny is given in secret. 

But according to government docu¬ 
ments, Butkovich’s answers to the lin¬ 
gering questions can be summarized this 
way: 

9 He came to North Carolina because 
the ATF needed an outsider to infiltrate 
the Nazis and investigate possible fire¬ 
arms violations. The four-month probe

Butkovich’s journey to North Carolina 
began in June 1979 with a phone call 
from Winston-Salem ATF agent Robert 
F. Dukes.' 

“Dukes asked if I would be willing to 
participate in an undercover assignment 
pertaining to possible explosives and au¬ 
tomatic weapons violations,” Butkovich 
wrote in a confidential ATF statement 
dated Nov. 30, 1979. 

Dukes was Butkovich’s supervisor 
throughout the investigation. He had 
been Butkovich’s class coordinator at an 
ATF training academy session in Glynco, 
Ga., in April and May of 1979. 

Butkovich had joined the ATF that 
January after working as a criminal in¬ 
vestigator for the state of Michigan from 
1975 to 1978. 

In the late 1960s, Butkovich served as 
a .sergeant in the U.S. Army’s Special 
Forces, where he was trained in fire¬ 
arms, radio communications, demolitions 
and intelligence. 

But when Dukes called him in June 
1979, Butkovich had worked only one un¬ 
dercover assignment. He had never 
worked undercover during his previous 
job in Michigan. 

In 1979, Butkovich was based in Tole¬ 
do, Ohio. Dukes wanted Butkovich to 
attend a June 24 Nazi “White Power” 
rally in Pamia, Ohio. - $ 

Expected at that rally were two North 
Carolina Nazis: Roland Wayne Wood of 
Winston-Salem and Harold Covington of 
Raleigh. Wood belonged to the Forsyth 
County Nazi unit; Covington was the 
party leader in North Carolina. 

Wood, whom the ATF suspected of 
having an illegal machine gun, was the 
initial target of Dukes’ investigation. 
Butkovich was told to find the eun and. 


learned of plans to confront Communist 

demonstrators in Greensboro. 

* * * 

Ever mindful of public attention, the 
Nazis invited reporters to their Nov. 1 
meeting. Butkovich noticed a WXII cam¬ 
era crew and two newspaper reporters 
during the early stages of the meeting. 

After four Klan members from the 
Lincolnton area arrived, the meeting 
centered on the Nov. 3 anti-Klan rally in 
• Greensboro. 

In his handwritten affidavit, Butkov¬ 
ich gave the following account: 

“A Klan member indicated, after the 
film crew left, that there was an open 
invitation to the ‘Party’ to meet with 
them at-1-85 and Highway 220 at 10 a.m. 
on Saturday (November 3,1979) to go to 
Greensboro, N.C., to the ‘communist 
demonstration.’ ' 

.“The purpose for the Kian’s presence 
was to demonstrate that they weren’t 
afraid to go to a ‘commy’ rally. The state¬ 
ment was made ‘It’s about time that we’ll 
get a chance to heckle them instead of us 
getting heckled all the time.’ 

“The admonition by the Klan member 
as well as by (Nazi leader Harold) Cov¬ 
ington that ‘no weapons will be carried to 
this rally’ was expressed. ‘We’re only 
there to heckle.’ 

“Covington further admonished that 
Greensboro was the only town in North 
Carolina that had a law against carrying 
a firearm in the city, concealed or. other¬ 
wise. 

“On November 2,1979, the case agent, 
Robert F. Dukes, and I decided that be¬ 
cause firearms would not be taken to the 
Greensboro, N.C.', demonstration, it 
would not be productive for me to at¬ 
tend.” 

Butkovich was in the Winston-Salem 
vicinity Nov. 3 when he heard news re¬ 
ports about the bloodshed in Greens¬ 
boro. 

Butkovich left the Nov. 1 meeting ear¬ 
ly, around 10 p.m., and has no record of 
what Was said after his departure.’ His 
reports contain no clue to why Klansmen 
and Nazis took an arsenal of weapons to 
Greensboro. 

Butkovich did hear a Klansman sug¬ 
gest throwing cases of rotten eggs at the 
Communists. He remembered no discus¬ 
sion of clubs, brass knuckles or tear gas 
— all of which surfaced at the Greens¬ 
boro clash.

The _ four-month .probe 
resulted, in no criminal charges. 

• Butkovich denies urging the Nazis 
to violate the law. He asked them,for a 
weapons conversion kit used to turn 
semiautomatic guns into illegal, fully- au¬ 
tomatic firearms, but never got it. He 
also offered to teach the Nagis-how to' 
.build and use bombs, but only if the Na¬ 
zis could obtain the necessary-explo¬ 
sives. Butkovich described his efforts as 
standard undercover procedure for 
building criminal cases; 

© Butkovich didn’t attend the Nov. 3 
Greensboro rally because he believed the 
Klansmen and Nazis wouldn’t take guns. 
At th.e Nov. 1 planning meeting, Klan 
and .Nazi leaders emphasized that no 
guns would be allowed. After the meet¬ 
ing, Butkovich and his supervisors decid¬ 
ed that attending the Nov. 3 rally would 
not help their firearms investigation. 

• Butkovich felt it wasn’t his respon¬ 
sibility to notify Greensboro police that 
Klansmen and Nazis would attend the 
rally. He left it to his superiors, who 
apparently took no action. Butkovich 
thought police should have known, 
through news reports, that the Klans¬ 
men and Nazis would\ come. He feared 
that calling them would reveal his identi¬ 
ty as an agent. 

The Butkovich documents suggest no 
criminal behavior on the agent’s part. 
They do, however, raise questions about 
his judgment and, that of his supervising 
agents. • ' > ' 

The documents show that Butkovich 
had very little ATF experience when he 
was ehdsen to investigate the Nazis. 

He began the assignment in Juiie 1979, 
five months after joining the bureau and* 
only a month after graduating from an 
ATF firearms and explosives, training 
academy. He had worked just one pre¬ 
vious undercover investigation for the 
ATF. 

It’s also apparent that he receiyed lit¬ 
tle or no briefing on existing tensions 
between the CWP and the Klan and Na¬ 
zis — strife that eventually led to 
bloodshed in Greensboro. 

Four months before the Nov. 3 shoot¬ 
ings, violence nearly erupted when the 
CWP disrupted a Klan and Nazi meeting 
at the Rowan County town of China 
Grove. The groups faced each other with 
guns, clubs and other weapons, but po¬ 
lice intervened in time to separate the 
groups. 

Butkovich first came to North Caroli¬ 
na two weeks after the China Grove inci¬ 
dent. During that visit, Forsyth County 
Nazi leader Roland Wayne Wood told 
him of the confrontation. 

Butkovich has told investigators that 
Wood’s version was superficial and con¬ 
tained no reference to potential violence. 
Records show no evidence that his supe¬ 
riors provided additional details about

Butkovich was told, to find the.gun and.

Wood didn’t attend the- Parma rally. 
But Covington gave Wood’s address to 
Butkovich and told the agent to contact 
him. 

Throughout his investigation, Butkov¬ 
ich represented himself as a long-dis¬ 
tance truck driver who had just found 
work in North Carolina. 

On July 25, 1979, Butkovich was 
briefed in Asheville by Dukes and John 
Westra, special agent, in charge of the 
ATF in North .Carolina. Westra and 
Dukes emphasized that the investigation 
was to focus on Wood and reviewed un¬ 
dercover procedures and laws of entrap¬ 
ment. 

Later that day, Butkovich made his 
first trip to Wood’s house in Winston- 
Salem. They made small talk about Nazi 
philosophy and guns — the staple of 
many ensuing conversations. 

Butkovich met several times with 
Wood and other Nazis before leaving for 
Ohio. It was during those meetings that 
Butkovich first heard about the July 8 
confrontation with Communists at China 
Grave. 

On Sept. 12, Butkovich returned to 
North Carolina for a series of almost 
daily contacts ’with the Nazis. Wood ap¬ 
pointed Butkovich “party photographer” 
and asked him to take pictures of a mas¬ 
sive Klan-Nazi rally on Sept. 22 in Louis- 
burg. < - * . 

By the end of September, having seen 
scores of weapons, Butkovich had en¬ 
countered nothing 1 illegal. Nob had the 
Nazis talked about confronting commu¬ 
nists. 

After the Louisburg rally, Butkovich 
again left the state. 

When Butkovich returned in late Octo¬ 
ber, Wood broached the idea of building 
a Nazi training camp in Davie County. 
The idea never took shape, Butkovich 
told investigators. 

Wood also asked Butkovich to provide 
explosives training. The agent agreed to 
do so if Wood could obtain the right 
materials. 

“I related that in order to properly 
train someone in the use of explosives, 
the ‘real stuff would have to be used,” 
Butkovich said in a Nov. 9, 1979 hand¬ 
written affidavit to ATF superiors. 

Butkovich said he wanted to see 
whether the Nazis had access, to explo¬ 
sives and to learn who provided their 
materials. But no explosives were ever 
produced. 

In addition, the Nazis had told But¬ 
kovich they had illegal weapons conver¬ 
sion kits for making automatic firearms. 
Butkovich asked to see them, but never 
did. 

It was not until Nov. 1, at a meeting in 
Wood’s garage, that Butkovich said he 


boro clash. . 

In an internal 1980 ATF investigation 
of Butkovich, the agent was asked why 
he didnt warn Greensboro police about 
the Klansmen and Nazis’ plans to attend 
the rally. 

“He did not notify the local police de¬ 
partment because the fact that a confron¬ 
tation would occur was a matter of 
common knowledge and received exten¬ 
sive local media coverage,” an ATF in¬ 
vestigator wrote after interviewing 
Butkovich. 

Butkovich has also told investigators 
that he wasn’t responsible for notifying 
Greensboro police. He left that up to his 
supervisors. Butkovich also feared that 
talking with the police would expose his 
identity as an undercover agent. 

The documents show no evidence that 
any ATF agent contacted Greensboro 
police before Nov. 3. 

* * * 

After Butkovich’s public exposure in 
July 1980, he was interrogated by Spe¬ 
cial Agent Jim C. Covert of the ATF’s 
office of internal affairs. The ATF found 
no evidence that Butkovich had acted 
improperly. 

In November 1980, Wood and five oth¬ 
er Klansmen and Nazis were acquitted in 
Guilford Superior Court of murder and 
rioting charges. Because of the verdict, 
state prosecutors dismissed charges 
against, all remaining suspects in the 
case. 

Butkovich was interviewed by prose¬ 
cutors and defense attorneys'-oefore the 
state trial but wasn’t called to testify. 
Prosecutors, said Butkovich’s limited 
knowledge of the case wouldn’t have, 
helped them gain a conviction. • * 

A federal grand jury was impaneled in 
Winston-Salem in 1982 to investigate, 
possible civil rights violations stemming 
from the Nov. 3 shootings. 

Butkovich was one of more than 150 
witnesses who testified before that 
grand jury. The year-long probe brought" 
indictments against Wood and eight oth¬ 
er Klan and Nazi defendants. 

The federal case will be tried in Win¬ 
ston-Salem beginning Jan. 9. It isn’t yet 
known whether Butkovich will be called 
as a witness. 

Butkovich remains one of scores of 
defendants named in a $48 million civil 
suit filed by survivors of the Nov. 3 dem¬ 
onstrators. The case, pending in U.S. 
District Court in Greensboro, alleges 
government complicity in the shootings. 

Until criminal proceedings end in Win¬ 
ston-Salem, no decision is expected on 
whether the civil case will be-dismissed 
or brought to trial.

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Reagan visits 
demilitarized 
Korean zone

CAMP LIBERTY BELL, South 
Korea — With a white flag of truce 
waving from his armored limousine, 
President Reagan made an unprece¬ 
dented journey into Korea's demili¬ 
tarized zone today and praised U.S. 
infantrymen for facing "a heavily 
armed, unpredictable enemy with 
no regard for human life.” 

“I have never been as proud as I 
am right now,” Reagan told Ameri¬ 
can soldiers in a voice solemn with 
emotion. 

Wearing an olive drab/parka with 
fur collar over his sdit and tie, the 
president's pilgrimage‘to the DMZ 
followed an outdoor n \yorship service 
at an altaFboVVfretl with camouflage 
netting and flanked by two machine 
gun-topped armored personnel car- 
riel’s and two trucks. 

A choir of 16 Korean orphans 
sang "Jesus Loves Me” in English 
and Korean. 

As he was driven to the worship 
service and then to the DMZ, the 
president’s limousine was protected 
by Secret Service agents walking at 
the side and a van of SWAT team 
agents immediately behind. In ac¬ 
cordance with the 1953 armistice 
that ended the three-year Korean 


"Right now, I'm filled with pridt 
for all I've seen and all these men 
here,” said Reagan, the first Ameri¬ 
can president to enter the DMZ. 

Gazing at a fake North Korean 
.village designed for propaganda 
purposes to look prosperous, the 
president, a former actor, said, "It 
looks like a Hollywood backlot, and 
it isn't any more important.” 

After his inspection of the 
2.5-mile buffer 2 pne, Reagan,’ in a 
speech at this camp just south of the 
DMZ, said: 

"We know about the cold wind¬ 
swept nights that leave your body 
aching from head to foot. We know 
about having to stay awake and 
alert on guard duty when"you'd 
rather be at a movie or dance back 
home. We know about the birthdays 
and holidays you cannot spend 'with 
your loved ones. 

"And we know about the danger. 
You’re faring a heavily armed, un¬ 
predictable enemy with no regard 
for human life.” 

At the DMZ, the commander-in¬ 
chief was given a briefing by Army 
Col. Thomas P. Carney. "You can 
see that the demilitarized zone is 
hardly demilitarized,” he said, add¬ 
ing, "Our role here is critical.”

Four killed as Amtrak derails in Texas

MARSHALL, Texas — Five cars 
from the Amtrak train Eagle de¬ 
railed in a wooded, rural area of 
eastern Texas Saturday, killing at 
least four people, while 24 others 
were hospitalized, authorities said. 

Rescue workers using heavy 
cranes lifted the overturned cars 
and poked through the dirt with 
shovels but did not find any more 
bodies. Cleanup of the debris was 
expected to continue through the 
night. 

Four passengers were unaccount¬ 
ed for late Saturday night, but au¬ 
thorities presumed they had left the 
scene on their own by catching rides 
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with cars on a^nearlsy highway. 

The traiir, carrying 138 passen¬ 
gers, 12.Amtrhk employees and five 
Missouri Pacific railroad employees, 
was heading from Chicago to San 
Antonio at 10:10 a.m. when accident 
occurred, said Amtrak spokesman 
R. Clifford Black. Harrison County 
Sheriff Bill Oldham said the mani¬ 
fest showed that 145 passengers and 
18 crew members were aboard. 

There were initial conflicting re¬ 
ports from the scene and from Am¬ 
trak officials about the number of 
dead and injured. Oldham blamed 
the lack of a good passenger list for 
the confusion. Railroad employees 
were counting the number of people 
aboard the time of the derailment, 


he said. 

“It happened so quick," said pas¬ 
senger Adah Sarber of Lakeville, 
Ind. “There was no warning. We 
were going along... heard this terri¬ 
ble crash ... glass was flying." 

A ticket agent said the train had 
been running late and one passen¬ 
ger said the train had been speeding 
to get an ailing passenger to a doc¬ 
tor. 

A data recorder on board showed 
that the train was travelings 
“something just under” 75 mph —‘ r 
the speed limit for passenger trains f 
— when it derailed, said Missouri & - 
Pacific Vice President Richard Dav¬ 
idson. 


“We have no information on the 
cause at this point," Black said. 

Transportation Secretary Eliza¬ 
beth Dole, in a statement from her 
Washington office, called for an im¬ 
mediate investigation. 

“It just sounded like it stopped 
real fast,” said Becky Everett, who 
lives about 50 yards from the track. 
“I went up there and it was just 
quiet. There wasn’t any screaming 
or anything."- 

“It jarred and then it rumbled,", 
said passenger Mae Burns of Glen * 
Ridge, N.J. “It sort of bounced a lit¬ 
tle bit and you could hear the ties 
piling up underneath."

Agent's role in N|qv. 3 story told

On Nov. 1, 1979, in a garage behind a small 
Winston-Salem house, a meeting was held and 
plans were laid. 

The plans traced a path that ended in 
Greensboro’s bloodiest catastrophe. 

. A group of Nazis, dressed in uniforms of 
brown shirts, black boots and swastika arm- 
bands, were the first to arrive at 7 p.m. Ninety 
minutes later came robed representatives of a Ku 
Klux Klan faction from western North Carolina. 

In the midst of this assemblage sat Bernard 
Butkovich, dressed to the nines in his own Nazi 
regalia. 

No one in the garage knew then that But¬ 
kovich was an undercover agent with the federal 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. He’d 
been posing as a Nazi for the previous four 
months. 

Two days after the meeting, five Communist 
demonstrators were shot to death in southeast 
Greensboro by Klansmen and Nazis. Many of the 
gunmen had attended the planning session along¬ 
side Butkovich. 

Not until July 14, 1980, did a story in The 
Greensboro Record expose Butkovich’s presence 
among the Nazis during the summer and fall of 
1979. 

In the three years since, Butkovich has been 
buffeted by conjecture about his role in events 
that led to violence in Greensboro. 

Yet the agent has remained silent. So have

During the course of WFO's investigation, efforts to 
determine the identity of the person or persons who may have 
leaked the documents in question was initiated by identifying 
the people who had access to the documents and identifying the 
organizational structure in which these papers were prepared 
and disseminated by BATF. Interviews were initially conducted 
of 13 DOJ personnel to include those individuals identified as 
people having administrative or operational responsibility for 
the Greenkil prosecution. The interviews to date have met with 
negative results. Additional investigation has focused on the 
procedures and methods involved in the generation and 
dissemination of the briefing papers enclosed above within 
BATF. Investigation by WFO has determined that briefing paper 
JA-^44, along with its cover for dissemination, was provided to 
the DOJ and Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) pursuant to a 
subpoena.. It appears that JA-66 was inadvertently left out of 
the subpoenaed items at the time BATF provided them. Based on 
the specific quotes of information contained in the enclosed 
LHM identifying JA-66 as another potential briefing paper, 
administrators at BATF were able to determine that JA-66 did in 
fact exist. Based on this situation, it is the opinion of WFO 
and Office of Origin that the CWP is definitely in possession 
of at least two briefing•papers, being JA-44 and 66. Briefing 
paper JA-66’ does not contain a cover sheet, as does 44, which 
makes it impossible to track the administrative dissemination 
of that particular paper. BATF has established that JA-66 was 
prepared on August 22, 1980, placing both briefing papers 
approximately one month apart. Based on this assessment, it is 
being assumed that" the administrative dissemination within BATF 
on the cover sheet for JA—44 would have also been the same on 
JA-66. 

Investigation at the present time at BATF has focused 
on the interviews of individuals directly involved with these 
documents, to include the Agent responsible for initiating 
these papers. It is noted that relating to JA-66, BATF is 
unable to provide an explanation as to why this particular 
briefing paper does not contain a cover sheet. It should be 
further pointed out that the individuals within BATF presently 
being interviewed are in no way being considered as suspects in 
this leak inquiry. The dissemination of the briefng papers in 
question range in rank from Special Agent in Charge up through 
the Director, BATF. 

With the assistance of BATF administrators; WDC, the 
initials which appear after each title on the enclosed cover 
sheet dated 7/16/80 have been identified. In block #1,

For Boston information, during the course of investi¬ 
gation in WDC, it was determined that, in addition to briefing 
papers being disseminated within BATF, they were also routinely 
disseminated to the main Treasury Department, WDC. At the time 
briefing papers JA-44 and 66 were disseminated within main 
Treasury, an individual identified as Allen Cole, was the 
liaison administrator for BATF responsible for providing the 
two briefing papers in question to Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of Enforcement, William Nickerson. At the present time. Cole 
is the Assistant Special Agent in Charge (ASAC) of the Boston 
Region, BATF, FTS telephone 223-3815. 

It is requested that each office receiving leads in 
this matter contact the individuals set forth to ascertain any 
pertinent information relating to the briefing papers enclosed 
above. It is suggested that the beiefing papers be shown to 
the indiyiduals and determine if they can provide any positive 
information or possibilities relating to any other individuals 
outside their agencies receiving copies of information relating 
to this material.

JAMES ELDER, Special Agent in Charge, St. Louis 
Region, Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms (BATF), 

St. Louis, Missouri, was contacted at his office. 

Mr. ELDER advised that during the period when 
briefing papers JA-44 and 66 were disseminated he was 
serving at BATF Headquarters as Chief, Investigations. 

Mr. ELDER stated the briefing papers are prepared 
by an Agent designated as Operations Officer who summerizes 
oral and written information he received from the field. 

It was then forwarded through the Special Agent in Charge 
to himself as Chief, Investigations. He would review 
the papers and determined what additional dissemination 
should be made. In the case of these papers they were 
disseminated to the Deputy Assistant Director, Criminal 
Enforcement, the Assistant Director, Criminal Enforcement, 
the Deputy Director, and the Director, BATF. These documents 
would also have been disseminated to the Treasury Department 
through the BATF liaison. 

Physically the papers came through the normal 
mail routing to his office. Each paper should have a 
cover sheet of cardboard which was pink in color and there 
would, normally be the original and one copy. From his 
office his secretary would usually hand carry them to 
the Deputy Assistant Director's Office as it was just 
down the hallway. He was aware that the same procedure 
of.hand delivery was also followed when the papers were 
sent from the Deputy Assistant Director to the Assistant 
Director or Director.

STEVE HIGGINS, Director, Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms (BATF), Suite 4000, 12th and Pennsylvania Avenue, 

N.W., Washington, D.C., was interviewed at the above location. 

HIGGINS was advised of the identity of the intearviewing agent and 
the nature of the inquiry. Thereafter, HIGGINS voluntarily pro¬ 
vided the•following information: 

At the outset of this interview HIGGINS was displayed 
xerox copies of BATF cover sheet dated July 16, 1980, along with 
a briefing paper depicting the same date, identified as JA44, with 
a second briefing paper identified as JA66. A review of those documents 
by HIGGINS reflected during that time period he was acting as Deputy 
Director, BATF. HIGGINS acknowledged that his initials appeared on 
the cover sheet dated July 16, 1980, which depicted the date of 
July 18, 1980, which would have been the date he reviewed JA44. Sub¬ 
sequent to his review of the briefing paper, it would have been sent 
directly to the Director, who was G.R. DICKERSON, at that time. 

A review of the briefing paper JA66, which HIGGINS was 
advised according to his administrators was prepared in August, 

1980, would indicate to HIGGINS that even though a cover sheet was 
not attached, the same dissemination of administrators depicted on 
the cover page for JA44 would have been the same. HIGGINS maintained 
an administrative interest in the case based on his position at BATF, 
however, there was no actual direct involvement in the Greensboro, 

North Carolina investigation. 

HIGGINS clarified his statement by indicating that 
during the course of his administrative responsibilities, he reads 
a large volume of briefing papers relating to all different'facets 
of BATF investigations. In regards to JA44 and JA66, the cover 
sheet indicates that he reviewed the briefing paper and he does 
recall reading information on the investigation. He cannot speci¬ 
fically say that JA44 and JA66 stuck out in his mind as being more 
significant than any other briefing papers that he read during the 
course of that investigation.

In. addition, DICKERSON reviewed the cover sheet attached to 
JA 44 and acknowledged that he had reviewed and initialed the 
cover sheet relating to that briefing paper. He advised that 
based on the time frame between JA 44 and 66, he would assume 
that the administrative dissemination which appeared for JA 44 
would have been the same for JA 66. DICKERSON does not recall 
the two briefing papers specifically but does recall reading 
all briefing papers relating to the Greensboro incident. • DICKERSON 
could provide no expiation as to why the format for JA 66 was 
different then that of JA 44 Which he acknowledged was the normal 
format used by BATF. DICKERSON had no recollection of ever dis¬ 
seminating any of these briefing papers on a routine or emergency 
basis outside the BATF or main treasury. Briefing papers are' 
designed for internal use within the BATF for administrative 
purposes. DICKERSON advised that a large distribution of briefing 
papers within BATF is not unusual relating to the Greensboro 
’ case or any other major investigation BATF is involved in. 

DICKERSON could provide no information relating to 
the unauthorized disclosure of information but did purpose one 
possible theroy which he advised was only speculative on his part. 

He advised that some time in 1980, which he believed to be July 
or August, members of the CWP broke into the New York Regional 
office of BATF and physically overtook the building for an un¬ 
determined period of time. During the take over, CWP members 
rifled through internal BATF documents and files. BATF 
agents were able to bring the situation under control and > 
ultimately escorted all CWP members from the building and physically 
searched each person to make sure no documents were taken. 
DICKERSON’S theroy is that based on the burning of the swastika 
in his front yard and the involvement of the New York Region, 
it was possible that copies of briefing.papers may have been 
sent to that Region. The purpose for the briefing papers would 
have been for the background on the case.* At the time of this 
incident, MICHAEL LA PERCH was the Regional Director of the 
New.York office supervising investigations. LA PERCH is presently 
retired and DICKERSON could not provide his whereabouts.

In November, 1980, THOMPSON arrived at Headquarters, 
BATF, Washington, D.C. Upon his arrival he was detailed 
to handle liaison between the BATF and the Main Treasury, 
Washington, D.C. THOMPSON worked for the Assistant Director 
in charge of the Criminal Enforcement Division, BATF, but 
was detailed to the Main Treasury. The person he reported 
to at the Main Treasury was WILLIAM NICKERSON, Deputy Assistant 
Secretary, Enforcement, U.S. Treasury Department. THOMPSON'S 
main responsibility was to keep Main Treasury, specifically 
NICKERSON, advised of all pertinent details relating to 
special investigations being conducted by the BATF. In 
regards to Greensboro, North Carolina, this investigation 
would have qualified as a special investigation. THOMPSON 
does recall disseminating many BATF briefing papers to 
NICKERSON during his tenure. 

Prior to THOMPSON arriving at Main Treasury, 
a BATF administrator identified as ALLEN COLE, handled 
that post for approximately one year prior. At the present 
time, COLE is the ASAC in the Boston Region for BATF. 

At this point in the interview, THOMPSON was 
displayed xeroxed copies of two separate briefing papers 
designated JA 44 and JA 66. Subsequent to a cursory review 
of these papers, THOMPSON indicated that he may have seen 
and read these two particular briefing papers at one time 
or another. He advised he could not be certain in view 
of the fact that there has been many briefing papers written 
relating to the Greensboro incident which are essentially 
a rehash of the same information over and over. 

Prior to THOMPSON'S arrival at Main Treasury, 
the administrative procedure used was to keep the briefing 
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papers chronologically by date relating to any investigative 
case. There was no log or accountability maintained for 
the briefing papers. 

Subsequent to THOMPSON'S arrival he instituted 
an alphabetical index by subject for retrival of briefing 
papers if necessary. After two years, the briefing papers 
in which THOMPSON was in possession of were automatically 
destroyed by him.

A review of this file by THOMPSON meet with negative results. 
THOMSPON then reiterated that based on his filing procedures 
at the end of two years he would have automatically pulled 
the briefing papers out of the file and discarded them 
in the confidential'trash. 

In January, 1981, after the Reagan Administration 
took office, WILLIAM NICKERSON was replaced with ROBERT POWIS, 
as Deputy Assistant Secretary, Enforcement, U.S. Treasury. 
Based on the time frame, THOMPSON' believes that in order 
to update POWIS on the information a new briefing paper 
would have been generated by BATF if he had requested the 
information. THOMPSON did not believe that the old briefing 
papers would have been pulled from the files at his office 
in Main Treasury to update the new Deputy. As of this 
time, POWIS is still the Deputy at Main Treasury. 

After reviewing JA 44 and JA 66, THOMPSON indicated 
that the normal BATF format that is used on briefing papers 
is the one depicted in JA 44. He advised that even though 
the format for JA 66 is somewhat unusual it could have 
„ been used for outside dissemination. 

THOMPSON terminated his assignment at Main Treasury 
in the middle of November, 1983, and was assigned to his 
current position. THOMPSON indicated that at no time did 
he ever disseminate any information to anyone outside his 
agency. Before terminating this interview, THOMPSON advised 
that it was very unlikely that ALLAN COLE, ASAC, Boston, 
could provide any additional information or details regarding 
' the briefing papers in question. As stated above, COLE 
is presently the ASAC of their Boston Region, FTS telephone

COLE was Special Assistant to Deputy Assistant Secretary 
for Law Enforcement, WILLIAM W. NICKERSON, U.S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment located at 15 and Pennsylvania Avenue, Washington, D.C. 


COLE was Special Assistant from December 1, 1979 
until he reported to Boston as Assistant Special Agent in 
Charge on November 2, 1980. 

Until he was advised of such by interviewing Agent, 
Cole was unaware that there had been any unauthorized release 
of BATF documents (i.e.- JA-44 and JA Number 66). 


Normally, COLE stated, a messenger service would 
deliver documents from BATF to "Main" Treasury (U.S. Treasury 
Department).

NICKERSON was appointed by President JIMMY CARTER to the 
position of Deputy Assistant Secretary, Enforcement, U.S. Treasury, 
Washington, D.C., on October 10, 1979. He held that position until 
May, 1981, at which time he departed to begin a private law practice. 

NICKERSON was displayed xerox copies of briefing papers 
JA44 dated July 16, 1980, and briefing paper JA66 with no date. 

After reviewing the briefing papers, NICKERSON advised the he assumes 
that he read both papers in question, but does not recollect those 
two particular papers to be significant in his mind. He explained 
that he read all briefing papers relating to sensitive Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (BATF) investigations. Included in 
those were numerous briefing papers and information relating to 
the Greensboro, North Carolina incident. NICKERSON did indicate 
that the difference in titles on JA44 and JA66 was somewhat odd. 

Based-on his experiences with BATF briefing papers, the normal'format 
he was accustom to reviewing was that depicted in JA44. In contrast, 
JA66 was somewhat different, however, NICKERSON had no recollection 
of requesting that particular briefing paper be generated'for 
dissemination outside anywhere of main treasury. 

In regards to disseminating any of the information from 
JA44 and JA66 outside of the Treasury Department, NICKERSON advised 
that under no circumstances would he disseminate any information 
relating to a pending investigation to anyone. He stated this 
included the White House or any members of Congress. To the best 
of his recollection, no information was ever disseminated outside 
of the Treasury Department on this investigation. Other than 
BATF, NICKERSON has no recollection of ever sharing this information 
with other agencies within the Treasury Department. He clarified 
his position by stating that it was his responsibility_ 
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to‘forward information contained in BATF briefing papers to out¬ 
siders to include the FBI and/or other law enforcement agencies 
if any information contained therein was significant. It was his 
recollection that based on the information in the briefing papers 
no dissemination ever took place to anyone. 

NICKERSON explained that at the time the briefing papers 
were prepared, the BATF agent handling liaison with his office was 
identified as ALLEN COLE. He assumes that COLE would have been 
the individual who hand carried the briefing papers to him which 
would have been personally delivered or left with his secretary.' 
NICKERSON would be In possession of a briefing paper-for anywhere 
/from one to three days depending on his workload at which time he would 
then personally deliver the papers to COLE or to his - secretary who 
would do the same. Subsequent to normal working hours, all briefing 
papers and information would have been,locked securely in safes 
maintained in his off ice-area. 

Without soliciting any such statement, NICKERSON advised 
- 'at no time did he ever disclose any internal information to the 
Communist Workers Party or any other subversive group relating to 
the Greensboro, North Carolina incident. 
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R. JOSEPH SHER, Assistant Director, Torts Branch, 

United States Department of Justice, 521 12th Street, N.W., 
Washington, D.C., office telephone 724-6731, was interviewed 
at the above location* SHER was advised of the identity 
of the interviewing agent and the nature of the inquiry.

In November, 1980, SHER became involved in a

North Carolina in November, 1979. 

Sometime in 1981, SHER obtained xeroxed copies 
of all documents from the BATF for discovery purposes. The 
request for these documents was made directly to the General 
Co unsels office. B ATF. at which time an individual identified 
as Iprovided the documents voluntarily to 

SHER. 


SHER was aware that in addition to the documents 
he had obtained from BATF there was another set of documents 
which had been subpoenaed from BATF by the Civil Rights 
Unit, U.S. Department of Justice. SHER did not discuss 
the criminal aspect of the Civil Rights Unit*s investigation 
nor did he ever discuss or review any of the doucments 
that they had obtained under a subpoena. In addition, 
the Civil Rights Unit did not approach SHER or discuss 
the progress in the civil matter. As far as SHER was concerned 
the two matters were considered separate entities within 
the Department of Justice. It is SHER's understanding 
that immediately subsequent to the criminal case scheduled 
for trial in January, 1984, the civil proceedings will 
begin. 


At this point in the interview SHER was displayed 
xeroxed copies of BATF briefing papers identified as JA 44 
and JA 66. After reviewing these briefing papers SHER

For information of Laboratory, this matter grew out of 
an incident during November, 1979, in Greensboro, North Carolina,, 
during which four persons were killed and ten wounded. Thef 
WORKERS VIEWPOINT ORGANIZATION (WV0), an offshoot Of the 
REVOLUTIONARY COMMUNIST PARTY"was holding an anti-klan demon< 
stration and gunfire erupted between the demonstrators and 
members of the Klan and their sympathizers. 

During subsequent legal proceedings it became' apparant 
that persons and attorneys associated with the COMMUNIST WORKERS 
PARTY (CWP) had possession or knowledge of a BUREAU OF ALCOHOL, 
TOBACCO, and FIREARMS (BATF) memo captioned "Briefing Paper" 
and coded "JA66 code 5a 5b", which concerned an undercover role 
of BATF. Investigation determined that, quotes made from the 
paper by CWP persons were adapted from a BATF briefing paper 
dated 7/16/80, which was located among Grand Jury Exhibits.
